Two scientiiils have returned from Bikini 
where Ihey investigated the after-effects of the 
atom bomb, They report that the radioactive 
raj's from the bomb have penetrated everything 
on the island. You can visit it and eat radio* 
active cocoanuts, radioaciive fish and radioactive 
fruit without immediate harm. If you stayed too 

long, however, the accumulative radioactivity 
would get you. 

So it appears that an atom bomb, if it didn't 
destroy its target at the time it was dropped, 
would over a period of time make it aompletely 
useless. It takes little imagination to picture the 
effect of such a bomb upon a crowded city- 

We need no longer concern ourselcs with such 
hypothetical destruction^ however, since the atom 
bomb is now obsolete according to Dr, G, Brock 
Chisholm. he of the "down with Santa Claus" 
fame. "Scientists have so refined the ancient 
practice of slaughtering our fellows that it is 
quite possible to destroy the population of whole 
continents in tlie matter of hours by bacteriologi- 
cal warfare. 

Dr. Chisholm observes that thero is grave 
doubt in his mind "whether the major part of 
the human race will survive the next few years 
or not," First the atom bomb and now the night' 
mare of bacteriologicol warfare. Surely by now 
man's gallery of horror must be exhausted. 

Unfortunately, Dr. Chisholm is on firmer 
ground about bacteriological warfare than he was 
on his statC'monts a1x>ut Santa Claus. Bacterio- 
logical warfare is the logical development of 
man's fren/jcd haste to out arm his potential 
crternies. The existence of the laborltorles where 
death is mass produced has \}QQn confirmed 
before. So far, there has been no equally certain 
statement that such we^^pons will not be em- 
ployed. 

Wc can ignore the existence of atom bombs and 
methods of bacteriologk'al warfare, and wc can 
ignore what possibilities for their use that the 
future holds. We have been happy in a similar 
state of self-induced Ignorance in other years. Or 
we can recognize that the goal i-i still the same, 
a peaceful world in which all men are free, but 
this time the penalty for failure is extermination. ! p{^^

As I write, the tanicasonablc 

siunmer weather in mid-October 

continues. While ifs grand to be 

out. whether walking in the sun 

or planting bulbs without having 

to slop at frequent intervals to 

thaw out hands, it has its disad- 
vantages. Plants like the hardy 

garden 'mums that like cool, moist 
weather are not doing so well. 

Then there is the greater possi- 
bility of winter killing of the 
evergreens. 

Regarding this latter possibil- 
ity, it would be wise to give the 
soil a thorough soaking as ever- 

i greens ate more liable to dam- 
age if they go into the winter in 
a dry condition- After the soak- 
ing a good thick mulch, manure 

if you can get it, should be piled 
around the base both to conserve 
the moisture and to keep Ihc 

frost out a liltle longer. The 
hardest season for evergreens is 
the late winter and early spring. 
At this time, the action of the 
warmer sun and the comparative 
inaet]\~]ty of the roots costs a 
great loss in moisture. 

Even though its getting close 
to the Christmas parades, don't 
be impat:ent to finish up your 
gardening for the season. After 
the f-Tound is frozen is the timo 
jfor the final touches to put your 

garden to sleep- 

There is slill lime to do some 

odd jobs. One of Ihem is to take 
jcarc of the lawn. Give it a top 
i dressing of good soil raked into 

" thi^ roots wilh the back of the 
rake. A good organic ferlilir.er 

mixed with the soil will gel the 

gr;tss off lo a good start in the 

spring. A liberal sowing of good 

qualtty s^^cd where the gross is 

thin will produce a thick turf 

early in the summer.

In planting roses, prepare what 

is usually known as a ten dollar 
I hole.

HolHnrakd presided. 

Fonlsjne pleaded not guilty to 
driving dangerously on the 
Sutton- Virginia road on Septem- 
ber 27, and at the request of Mn 
Willis, witnesses were exclude 
from the court. 

Reginald Shearer. Port Bol- 
ster, said. he and his companions 
had met Fontaine, whom he 
knew well, in Peffer!aw, and it 
had been decided that both 
parties would drive to Mossing- 
ton Park. He said his compan- 
ions on that occasion had been 
Gloria Avery. Norma Wilson, 
and Ted Westlalie. He said Ron- 
ny McLaren had been with 
Fontain. "Fontaine stopped at 
the corner of the PcfferJav-r road I 
and the Sutton lino to see 
whether I was coming. When I 
camo up behind him he drove 
on. 1 wanted to get back to the 
dance at Port Bolster, but fol- 
lowed him on to go to Mossing- 
ton park first. I started to pass 
him on the Sutton line, but just 
as T puHed out he pulled over on 
the left side of the road, I had 
to hit him or go into the ditch. 
Ho gave no signals of any kind 



Ted Wesllake, Beavorton, said 
Fontaine had been driving about 
40 m.p-h-» and that Shearer had 
been ''doing about the same. We 
followed about 10 yards behind 
Fontriino, and we blow the horn 
for about two minutes before 
swinging out to pass. Shearer's 
front wheels were about oppo- 
site Fontaine's rear wheels when 
Fontaine swung out," He said 
he was struck on the head when 
the car went into the ditch, and 
he could not recall any further 
details until he was on the way 
to the doctor's. 

Blew Horn 2 or 3 Minutes 

Norma Wilaon, Cannington, 
said Shearer had blown the horn 
"for at least two or three min- 
utes before passing Fontaine. 
We were about 10 yards behind 

the other car when we started to 

pass. The car was about two 
feet behind Fontaine's when 
Fontaine swung over to N\ithin 
three feet of the left side of the 
road. Our car rolled over, and 
Miss Avery^ went through the 
windshield. ' My collarbone was 
broken when I . was thrown 
through the right door into the 
ditch. I did not sec Fontaine 
after the accident. I discussed 
the accident at the hospital with 
Reg later, but I never made any 
claim against anyone for dam- 
ages, and I did not hear any 
statements made/'

He said 
there had been no suggestion of 
locked wheels at the time of the 
invesligaticn, 

"If the wheels hnd locked, the 
skid marks would have been a 
lot deeper than they wore," he 
said. "No one mentioned any- 
thing about speed to me." 

Fontaine^ a veteran with over- 
seas service, said ho had picke<l 
up Ron McLaren, who had been 
drinking, and after meeting 
Shearer ond his party, had 
started to drivo to Mossington 
Park." He said he hnd stopped at 
the sidoroad to see if Shearer 
was stjtl following him, and had 
then proceeded. Tenter he miss- 
|od Shearer's lights Iwhind him, 
and backed up to see what had 
happened. '*That was the first 
I knew about any accident," He 
said he had not hoard Shearer 
Wowing his horn. "Shearer and 
Mfss Avery were standing out- 
side of the car when I reached 
it, and I took them to the hospi- 
tal. Shearer said TW never do 
that again." Ho seemed worried 
about his passengers rather than 
about his car. To my knowledge 
he never tried to pass me." 
Fontaine denied n.sking Shearer 
why he had tried to pass when 
Shearer knew he (Fontaine) had 
l>een drinking. 

No Idea of Accident 

"Shearer and 1 arc goo<l 
friends/' he said. "I had no con- 
ception of what had happened 
until 1 had backed up 50ff yards 
to the scene of tho accident." 

Ron MclAiren, Port Bolster, 
safti ho had flagged the car 
which had taken tho other two 
pnssengors of the Shearer car to 
the lK*spitil, "The last lime I 
saw Shearer's car was before wo 
left Pofferlaw,*' he safd. He ad- 



mittcd he had had quite a bit to laid the charge. 



contrary to the Highway Traffic 
Act. He argued that on the 
dangerous driving charge, which 
is under the Criminal Code, a 
reasonable doubt existed on the 
evidence of the crown's own 
witnesses. He cited particularly 
the discrepancy which existed in 
the evidence of the witnesses on 
the distance at which Shearer 
was following Fontaine. "Shear- 
er says it was 600 feet Westlake 
says it was 30 feet."' he said. 
"AH of the witnesses said the 
horn was blo^^'n for two or 
three minutes, which suggests 
that the horn was a playful ex- 
hibition of driving, rather than 

a sij^al. 

"Westlake says the front 
wheels of the Shearer car were 
opposite the rear wheels of the 
Fontaine car when Fonlaino 
swung over. If that were true* 
there would undoubtedly have 
been a collision. If the Shearer 
ear was just behind tho Fontaine 
car at the lime, as another wit- 
ness said, then Shearer could 
have avoided on accident by 
simply applying his brakes. This 
accident happened on September 
27, but the charges were not laid 
until October 8. I feci there has 
been some jockeying around 
here, and that the reason for the 
delay was tho possibility of a 
civil suit for damages." 

"Dangerous driving is an ex- 
tremely serious c h a r g «» and 
carries with it a heavy penalty/' 
Magistrate Hollinrakc said. "Tho 
careless driving charge in this 
ca.se must be dismissed because 
of the time which elapsed. 
Therefore, if I am to find Fon- 
taine guilty, 1 must do so under 
the Criminal Code. The fact 
that the horn was blown for two 
minutes before there was any at- 
tempt to pass means that it can- 
not possibly bo construed to 
have been a signal ot intention 
to pass. It is possible and con- 
sistent with FonlaJno's evidence 
that Fontaine turned back when 
he missed Shearer's lights. It 
docs not appear that shortly 
after the accident Shearer hold 
Fontaine responsible for the ac- 
cident." The charge was dis- 
mi.^wj.
